The Alban j Matter. 
A lbany, June 16th.—The vote to-day for 
a successor to Cockling resulted : Jacobs 51, 
Conkling 32, Wheeler 38, Rogers 1, Cornell 
11, Lapbam 12, Bradley 1, Folger 3, Tre­ 
maine 3, Crowley L Wheeler took nearly all 
of Rogers’ votes. 
The vote for Platt’s successor stood : Platt 
27, Folger 2, Cornell 12; Crowley 5, Lapharn 
2, Wheeler 1, Tracy 1. 
Brooks asked leave to offer a resolution for 
an adjournment nine die on Monday, June 
20th, at 3 P. M., of both Houses. A point of 
order was made, and it was decided that the 
Joint Convention could not adjourn. 
THE BRIBERY INVESTIGATION. 
V is. A. Graves, of the firm of Spencer, 
Trask k Co., testified that Sessions’ account 
was closed June 7th by the payment of 
86,616 in currency. His account was profita­ 
ble. He last bought St. Paul preferred. 
Witness paid Sessions three 81,000 hills, and 
and 83,G00 in 8100 bills. Witness talked 
with Sessions about this ease last evening, 
but was ready yesterday afternoon to give 
testimony before seeing Sessions. Sessions’ 
statements had not influenced witness. It is 
usual for men to draw their balance in cur­ 
rency when it amounts to 86,C00. (Sessions 
here shows the bills, which witness identifies 
as apparently the same that he paid Sessions 
on June 7th.] Witness had counted fhe bills 
last night, and identified many of them. The 
total was only a few dollars short. Met Ses­ 
sions casually at Smith’s house, whither he 
hail gone to see whether he would be obliged 
to bring up the books of the firm. 
Bradley was recalled, and submitted the 
manuscript of his speech in the House as to 
bribery. 
Orsini C. Jone», of Jamestown, was sworn, 
and a recess was taken. 
Orsino E. Jones beard Bradley tell Speaker 
Sharpe that Sessions bad approached him to 
give his testimony. He said he saw the 
money counted ; saw Borne §500 bills and 
some fifties. 
Cross-examined — Witness had been in 
everything in the way of preaching: had 
come here in the interest of Platt and Conk­ 
ling ; had made bets on thp result. Bradley 
is stakeholder in §2,100 of bets.

volve other companies and interests, and tend to 
impede in fomc measure the prosperity of the whole 
country. After a careful consideration, E. A. Miller, 
Jr., Secreta-y of your company and myself have 
arrived at a satisfactory conclusion as to the basis 
for prorating business between the subsidized and 
unsubsidized portions of railroads operated by your 
company; but while the settlement of 1879 was 
made upon the rearest approximation to that which 
was believed to he a fair and equitable settlement, 
owing to the changing circumstances and conditions 
which are liable to occur from time to time. By the 
settlement of 18S0 the total amount required from 
your c unpany under the law will be a little over 
$1,000,000, of which $800,000 has been already paid 
by transportation. This sum, and & much larger 
sum, probably, for 1881, can, I am satisfied, be 
readily paid by your company without in 
any way preventing or 
interfering with 
payment of dividends of at least 6 per ceut per 
annum hereafter. The uncertainty which attaches 
to the ascertainment of the amount of payment to 
the Government anuually under the existing law, 
and the vulnerability incident to any company sub­ 
ject to special legislation by Congress, indicate that 
at an early day all subsidized companies should 
negotiate loans sufficient on a basis of their present 
value to discharge their debts to the United States 
when the sime shall become due, and to place the 
fund beyond peradventure, the amount might be 
deposited in the Treasury of the United States, and 
interest allowed at such rate as agreed upon. Since my 
last interview with you, I have read the lea?e under 
which your companies are operating the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. The Southern Pacific Company 
erroneously reported that this lease was terminable 
wheu the eastern connections w ere made. Your own 
company failed to re]K>rt theterna9 of the lease at 
all, and no cop}’ had been forwarded to me, as re 
quested. Now. upon reading the lease, it appears 
that it has nearly four years yet to run, w hich fact 
puts &r entirely different phase upon the main ques­ 
tion at issue in regard to the Southern Pacific, that 
of the probable cancellation of this lease whenever 
the road should begin to largely increase its earn­ 
ings. I have no doubt that the net increase of the 
earnings of the Southern Pacific in the next 
four years will exceed any* losses of the past four 
years, its gross earnings for 1880 being nearly 
*4,000,000 with considerable net earnings, being 
above both operating expenses and rent; also that 
the lease will eventually result in a large gain 
rather than any loss to your company. For tins 
and other reasons, I shall deem it my duty at an 
early date to communicate with the Attorney- 
General rf the United States, with a view to a dis­ 
continuance of the proceedings instituted against 
your company in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of New York.

A gricultural Report. 
W ashington, .Tune 16th.—The Census 
Office to-day issue 1 the report of J. R. Dodge, 
special agent for the collection of statistics 
of agriculture. The most striking suggestion 
of the figures is the unprecedented advance 
in productions during the last decade, amount­ 
ing to nearly 100 per cent, for all kinds 


taken together, while the increase of the ten 
years precedittg was but 12 per cent. This 
wide difference is largely real, from obvious 
causes, though in part only apparent by rea­ 
son of partial failure of the corn crop of 1869 
and the heavy yield of 1879. 
The 
cereal increase between 1850 and 1860, 
a period of great agricultural growth, 
was 
43 
per 
cent., 
as 
reported 
by the census. The acreage of crops, now for 
the first time given by the census, will in fu- 
tnre prevent the misleading effect of very low 
and of excessive production in census years 
The rapid increase in wheat-growing is shown 
by a comparison with former enumerations, 
the gain being 73 per cent, in the last de­ 
cade, and G6 and 60 respectively in those im­ 
mediately preceding. All the States and 
Territories except Florida and Wyoming in­ 
clude wheat in their reports. Several States 
on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts show a 
diminished -production. Seven-tenths of the 
entire crop is produced in nine States, in the 
jollewing order of precedence ; Indiana, Ohi<>, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, California, Mis­ 
souri, Wisconsin. There has been for several 
years an increasing interest in wheat culture 
in all the Southern States, especially in the 
region of the Carolinas and Georgia and in 
Northern Texas, and there has been a dispo­ 
sition to experiment in more southern por­ 
tions of the cotton belt, even in Louisiana 
and Florida, confined in the former State to 
the northern parishes on the upland between 
the Wichita and Red rivers. The low yield 
in the Southern States is not altogether due 
to unsuitable soil or climatic condition, but 
to the practice of using the wheat fields for 
winter pastare—a consideration often deemed 
more important than harvesting the ripened 
grain. The season of 1879 was also excep­ 
tionally unfavorable in this ree-ion, the aver­ 
age yield being but five or six bushels in sev­ 
eral of these States. 
The Annnal Settlem ent al the Mints. 
Chicago, June 16tb.—The Tribune'» Wash­ 
ington special says: E. O. l^ach, account­ 
ant, and W. P. 1-anon, assayer of the Mint 
Bureau, leave here to-morrow to be present 
at the annual settlement of the count and 
weigh of bullion and coin on hand at the 
Carson and San Francisco Mints.

Of course these prophecies are 
very a p t to lead those who believe in them 
in to serious trouble, hut th a t cannot he 
helped. 


CANNON 
AND 
CAMPBELL 


Cam pbell is m aking desperate efforts to 
get bis case recognised by Congress, hut 
thus far he has had very had success. The 
Clerk of the House, Adams, has put Can­ 
non on the roll of members despite the 
bogus ocrtilieate of Governor M urray, and 
Mr. Campbell th in k s it very hard th a t he 
should not be allowed t • secure the seat to 
which he was not elected, after his friend 
had gone to so m uch trouble to issue a 
certificate which was fraudulent on its 
face. 
Campbell is not advancing rapidiy,

THE 
PARTISAN ASPECTS OF THE AL­ 
BANY DEADLOCK. 


The Uepublican press of N ew Y ork is 
forcibly condem ning th e course of the so- 
called R epublican members of the Legisla­ 
tu re who are helping C onkling to prevent 
th e election of tw o Republican Senators in 
th e places of himself and P latt, and who 
are thereby no t only indorsing Conkling s 
desertion of the R epublican party, b u t are 
doing th eir utm ost to throw the S tate of 
New Y ork into th e hands of th e Demo­ 
crats. 
The tru th is th a t Conkling and his 
followers have been for some tim e separat­ 
ing them selves from the Republican party, 
and th e men who now stick by him should 
be called no longer Republicans, h u t Conk- 
lingitcs. 
W e have now three parties, 
namely, Republicans, D em ocrats and Conk- 
lingites. 
T he latter are M r. Conkling’s 
personal adherents. 
They stand for no 
platform of principles. 
They represent no 
convictions. 
They m erely and 
solely 
m aintain th e proposition th a t Mr. Conk­ 
ling is in some m ysterious way more than 
the R epublican party, and th a t the party 
m ust bow to him, and not he to th e party, 
w henever a difference of opinion arises 
betw een them . 
The New \ ork Timex 
says of th e present situation at A lbany : 
“ The 
tactics of th e Conkling m achine 
“ are too well know n to cause any doubt. 
“ The constant boast of its m anagers is 
“ that, th e party cannot get along w ithout 
“ Conkling. 
If an extra session was held, 
“ there w ould be enough doubt as to the 
“ validity of an election of the Senators to 
“ m ake th eir admission to th eir seats by 
“ th e D em ocrats, to 
whom P la tt and 
“ Conkling have tu rn ed over the U nited 
“ S tates Senate, extrem ely doubtful. 
The 
“ situation therefore w hich th e Republi- 
1: cans in the Legislature have to face, is 
“ perfectly simple. 
They 
m ust 
either 
“ elect tw o R epublican Senators before ad­ 
jo u r n in g , or they m ust consent to sur- 
“ render th e Legislature of th e State of 
“ New Y ork and the Senate of th e U nited 
“ States to th e D em ocrats.” 
And the 
Times proceeds to point 
o ut th a t “ a 
“ m onth since the Republican party was 
“ in practical possession of every branch 
“ of the U nited S:ates Coverum cnt, and 
“ in undisputed possession of the govern- 
“ m cn to f this State, w ith every prospect 
“ of consolidating and strengthening its 
“ pow er throughout the country. 
To-day 
“ it has lost th e Senate, and is threatened 
“ w ith the loss of the State, all through the 
“ egotistical folly of C onkling.” 
T here can be no dispute as to th e main 
facts here stated. 
I t is indeed th e most 
singular phase of th e situation th a t though 
Mr. Conkling has from the beginning ex­ 
hibited the m ost contem ptuous indifference 
to th e fate of his party', and has from the 
beginning pu t his personal caprice far 
above its interests, he and his followers 
appear to th in k th a t his chief claim to 
support lies in his loyalty to partisan re­ 
quirem ents. 
I t may be doubted w hether 
any other prom inent Am erican politician 
ever exhibited so conspicuous a disregard for 
the interests of his own party as Mr. C onk­ 
ling has, and this ¡3 not a new thing in his 
public career, b u t has alw ays been charac­ 
teristic of him. 
I t is therefore the more 
singular th a t his followers should have 
become filled w ith th e delusion th a t he is 
somehow a perfect exem plar of partisan 
fidelity'. 
To outside observers his attitu d e 
and th a t of his friends appears th a t of 
some guerrilla chief and faction, unem bar­ 
rassed by any regard for consequences, 
lighting, like D ugald Dalgettyq for their 
own hands, and in te n t only upon accom­ 
plishing a factional success, indifferent to 
its conscqueuces. 
The Conklingites are 
to-day deliberately jeopardizing the po­ 
litical position of the S tate of N ew York, 
as they had previously sacrificed the R e­ 
publican m ajority in the Senate. 
IIow 
can these men continue to th in k them ­ 
selves R epublicans? 
How, hereafter, will 
they he able to ju stify their present course 
to th eir party ? 
I t is of course perfectly clear th a t w hat­ 
ever notion of “ vindication” M r. Conk­ 
ling m ay have entertained w hen he first 
sought re-election, has been com pletely 
dissipated by th e prolongation of th e con­ 
test a t Albany. 
I t has been apparent 
from th e first th a t neither he nor P la tt 
conld obtain enough votes to re-elect them , 
and th a t though th ey m ight be able to 
prevent an election, they could only pro­ 
long th e struggle from a standpoint of 
hostility to th e Republican party, and 
w ith a d istinct and unm istakable purpose 
to frustrate the election of two Republicans 
in th eir places. 
They cannot he elected 
them selves, and th ey will not let anyone 
else be elected. 
Is there any party prin­ 
ciple which justifies such a 
position ? 
W hat it implies is th a t these men are su­ 
perior to the party, and th a t it m ust yield 
to them . 
I 3 there any trace of p arty loy­ 
alty in th a t hypothesis ? 
R ut it implies 
more than this. 
It implies a determ ina­ 
tion to throw the election into th e hands 
of the Democrats rath er th an allow any 
other Ilepuhlicans than them selves to be 
elected. 
T his is th e rule-or-rnin policy in 
its most Daked and sham eless form. 
Mr. 
Conkling actually, and w ithout any dis­ 
guise, asserts his right to d ictate to the 
Republican p atty whom it shall elect, and 
threatens the p a ijy w ith defeat as th e al­ 
ternative w ith subm ission to his dictation. 
W e have here a striking illustration of 
th e dem oralizing 
influence of “ B o ss” 
politics. 
The men who cling to Conkling 
have lost their capacity to distinguish be- 
tu c e n p arty discipline and fealty to a 
“ Boss.” 
They have consequently become 
guerillas, have drifted aw ay from their 
party, and are now doing th eir best to 
break it dow n because the m ajority will 
not yield their prerogative and elect men 
who are notoriously not desired by the or­ 
ganization. 
I t is perhaps as well th a t this 
spectacle should have been w itnessed by 
the country, for it conveys a very tim ely 
and serious w arning. 
I t shows to w hat 
extrem es the insidious 
“ Boss ” system 
will carry men, and how dangerous an d 
unrepublican a system it is, 
T he’Conk- 
lingites have shaped them selves uncon­ 
sciously into a faction hostile to th e R epub­ 
lican party, and their so-called “ stalw art- 
ism ” is as absurd a m isnomer as was ever 
applied in the history of political tran s­ 
form ations.

ELECTION. 


The city election on W ednesday called 
ou t a very sm all vote ; far sm aller than it 
shou’d !.a\ e been, considering the im pért­ 
anse of th e m easures to be passed upon. 
I t is astonishing, despite all experience, to 
find how «pathetic men are concerning the 
¡nest serious questions, when some little 
active exertion is dem anded of 
them , j 
E very tax-payer anil property-ow ner in j 
the city was directly interested m the I 
propositions subm itted 
n W ednesday, h u t t 
not m ore th an fifty per cent of them found 
their way to th e polls. 
I t is such stolid : 
apathy as this th a t often entails heavy i 
burdens upon com m unities. 
H ad there 1 
been a corrupt ring in existence here it ; 
would have found very little difficulty in 
accomp’ishing its purposes th e other day, 
sim ply because th e men who ought to have 
voted from a sense of d uty remained away. 1 


The results of th e election are not all th at 
could have been desired, h u t in the main 
they are satisfactory. 
I t is to be regretted 
th a t the pum ping plan was not carried, 
b u t perhaps fuller discussion may have the 
effect of show ing th e w ay out of some 
legal obstacles to th e proposed scheme, and 
as it is obvious to all who have examined 
the subject th a t we shall have to adopt 
some pum ping plan eventually, the result 
on this head may be regarded m erely as a 
postponem ent, and not as a rejection of 
th e proposal. 
The stone-plan having been defeated, the 
T rustees w ill have at least §30,000 to spend 
in strengthening th e le\xe3 w ith earth, 
and they can p ut as much stone on the bad 
places as is requisite. 
The assistance plan 
to Lsvee D istrict No. 1, carried by a small 
m ajority, and th is is m atter for congratu­ 
lation. 
I t w ould have been very pcor and 
narrow policy to have refused th is assist­ 
ance, for Sacram ento has her own interests 
a t stake in the safety of th a t district, and 
she cannot afford to let the m atter he 
neglected even if she had to bear the 
whole expense herself. 
W e understand 
th a t some of th e opponents of the assist­ 
ance plan have raised a question as to 
th e validity of 
th e election, by refer­ 
ring 
back 
to 
th e 
statu te 
of 
1S63, 
and 
show ing 
th a t 
under it 
a 
two- 
th ird s vote is required. 
T hat fact m ay he 
adm itted, b u t it m ust also be adm itted 
th a t th e election was not held under the 
law of 1S63, h u t under the law of 1S7S; 
and as the la tte r does not require a two- 
thirds vote, b u t does provide m erely for a 
popular ratification of the propositions, 
the rational presum ption is th a t a simple 
m ajority is all th a t were required, and 
th a t therefore th e result of the election is 
valid and effective. 
W ere it otherw ise it 
would certainly become necessary to hold 
another election, inasm uch as the defeat 
of the pum ping plan renders it more than 
ever indispensable th a t the levee from Y 
to Freeport should he protected ; since the 
abandonm ent of th a t levee w ould w reck all 
prospect of drainage by the canal.

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THE VERDICT. 


The verdict of the Coroner’s ju ry in the 
case of th e recent Victoria disaster is of 
course a m ere beating of th e air. 
Blame is 
p u t upon several people. 
The Inspector, 
the engineer, the Captain of th e boat, are 
in tu rn censured, bu t it is all of no use. 
The only practical g 'o d to be got of such 
a frightful slaughter lies in th e adoption 
of preventive m easures for the future. 
B at if the owners of other excursion steam ­ 
ers are allowed to tak e on other dense 
crowds of people, and are perm itted to 
regulate th e conditions of their boats w ith ­ 
out any effectual supervision, it is m erely 
a question of tim e for sim ilar disasters 
to occur agaiD. 
The tendency of modern 
penal legislation is tow ards m ercy, 
no 
doubt ; b u t it is difficult a t time3 to re­ 
frain from w ishing th a t there was lodged 
somewhere in m odern governm ents 
an 
au th o rity capable 
of 
m aking startling 
examples of the selfish and conscienceless 
scoundrels who expose hundreds of th eir 
fellow creatures to dreadful deaths for the 
sake of m aking a few more dollars. 
The 
father of Frederick the G reat was doubt­ 
less a great brute and intolerable ty ra n t ; 
b u t he certainly did succeed in restoring 
honesty and scrupulosity to his financial 
agents by hanging a couple of defaulters 
in front of th eir own office \v indows.

Tho latest advices from the Fiji group 
are to M ay ld th : 
M ore difficulties w ith th e natives are 
reported in th e N adroga D istrict. A Fijian 
Cnief, Jopi, who was sentenced to eighteen 
m onths im prisonm ent for attem pted m ur­ 
der, has been pardoned, and severe com­ 
m ents on this Executive action are made. 
Tho Levuka M echanics’ Library has re­ 
ceived 500 more books. 
The French vessel A urora, 
and the 
schooner Venus are charged w ith piracy 
and the kidnaping of natives. 
A t a trial 
at Levuka there w ere thirteen witnesses to 
the latter charge, including natives of 
Pentecost, A m brym , Malioolo, A obi, Api 
and Santo. 
T he evidence was one long 
narrative of seizure by force of arms, 
tiring on the natives, violent detention of 
visitors, running down and sw am ping of 
canoes, and otherw ise obtaining men by 
fraud and treachery. 
I t is said th a t the career of th e A urora 
has been th a t of th e system atic Blaver and 
pirate ; th a t on a form er voyage Madezo, 
the C aptain, m urdered a Malisolo native 
by shooting him through the head while 
trying to escape by swimming from the 
vessel, on board w hich he had been kid ­ 
naped. 
Frederick Strauhe of Levuka recently 
resumed planting pursuits on his land at 
Aiacuata. In A pril Straube and his sou left 
home in th e Bmall cu tter Stranger, w ith 
tw o Fijians, to go to Cikobia to buy copra 
(dried cocoanut). 
The cutter, when next 
Hcen, was stranded on th e reef of the 
M acuata coast and abandoned. The natives 
say th a t they w ent to Cikobia and p u r­ 
chased copra. 
On the retu rn voyage some 
kerosene was spilled, setting the vessel on 
tire. 
The w hite man anil his boy got into 
th e dingy and pulled away. 
They pu t the 
tire out, ran th e vessel on th e reef, aban­ 
doned her and swam ashore. 
T he expla­ 
nation is not regarded as satisfactory.

The m otive power, practically, 
being w ater against coal, it is needless to 
say th e new engine, if found practicable 
on experim ent, m ust w ork a revolution in 
mechanics, superseding the steam engine, 
a3 th a t has taken the place of less econom­ 
ical mechanical powers, 
l’rof. Gamgce is 
sanguine of complete success, aud from his 
standpoint of prophetic vision, stiam ship 
and railroad companies and m anufacturers 
are menaced w ith a rival more portentous 
than hangs over the gas monopolies ; for 
the h e w torce is the foe to all monopoly.

ORIGIN 
OF 
DIPHTHERIA. 


The observations of G. H. Fosbrooke, 
the medical health officer of Birming­ 
ham, EnglanJ, have led him to form 
conclnsions 
respecting 
the 
origin 
of 
diphtheria, which differ in some points 
from those which have been urged by other 
authorities. 
He regards it as a well-eBtab- 
lised fact, confirmed by his experience, 
that the disease is more common in rural 
than in urban districts, and has observed 
that even when it has prevailed extensively 
in a rural district, and has thence been 
conveyed into a neighboring town, it has 
not spread in the town. 
In one town of 
5,000 inhabitants, diphtheria, when it oc­ 
curred, prevailed concurrently with typhoid 
fever or scarlatina, giving rise to the sug­ 
gestion that all those diseases might origi­ 
nate in a common poison. 
Mr. Fosbrooke 
does not agree with other authorities as to 
the conditions of soil most favorable to the 
propagation of diphtheria. 
Generally the 
disease has been thought to ilounsh most 
in damp situations and in connection with 
damp subsoils. 
All of his attempts to as­ 
sociate its origin and distribution with any 
peculiar soil or situation have failed, for he 
has met it both in villages occupying ele­ 
vated and airy situations and in low places. 
The most serious epidemics, and the larger 
number of cases of which he has had per­ 
sonal knowledge, have appeared on sails 
that 
were "rath er gravelly 
and well 
drained.” 
W ith one exception, his expe­ 
rience opposes the idea that houses shut in 
by trees are more liable to harbor the dis­ 
ease than those which are not surrounded 
by an abundant vegetation. 
The fluctua­ 
tions of diphtheria, when it prevails for 
any considerable length of time, do not 
appear to be Jinfluenced by any changes of 
season or by variations of weather. 
Mete­ 
orological observations, made with refer­ 
ence to this point, differ widely, and fur­ 
nish no guide to an opinion. 
The disease 
is generally found first to break out in Oc­ 
tober and to prevail as an epidemic, when 
it does prevail, in the winter months, in­ 
creasing, as is natural with epidemics, dur­ 
ing the earlier months of its course, but 
w ithout regard to the regularity or irregu­ 
larity of the season.

THE 
POPE’S 
PECULIARITIES. 


His Holiness, l’opc Leo X III., appears 
to be a decidedly enigmatical personage, if 
we may trust the account given of him by 
the Roman correspondent of the Cologne 
GatMs. The most striking fact about him 
so far appears to be the slight extent to 
which his character is known either by the 
faithful at large or by the inmates of the 
Vatican. 
Every one knows how Pius IX. 
lived; his hours were all allotted before­ 
hand, and the same duties always per­ 
formed at the same moment. 
There is a 
total want of this regularity in his success­ 
or. 
He keeps late' hours, and has some­ 
times been found by his servants at his 
desk in the early morning half dazed after 
writing through the night. 
He has all his 
meals served to him iu the greatest pri­ 
vacy, is much more sparing of audiences 
than was Pins, and even his State -Secretary 
and the Cardinals can only see him at irreg­ 
ular intervals. 
The great innovation he 
has made has been his partial supersession 
of the above-mentioned official, who, un­ 
der Pius X I., practically administered the 
affairs of the papacy. 
He has set on foot 
a chancellery of his own, consisting of 
three Private Secretaries, and conducts his 
affairs with their aid quite independently 
of the State Secretary, and often over his 
head. 
I t not unfrequently happens that 
orders go down to the Bishoprics from the 
State Secretaries and are canceled in a day 
or two by different orders from the Pope, 
or that the Secretary brings papers to His 
Holiness and tells him th at he ha3 settled 
a particular m atter in such a way, merely 
in order to be told that the Pope himself 
had already settled it in quite a different 
way. 
Oae thiDg is clear that Leo X III. 
means to be master in his own house; but 
the exact aim and tendency of his policy 
is by no means equally evident. 
But Leo 
comes from the country of the Cioccari, 
and it is believed iu Italy that a man from 
that district is commonly rather deep—a 
notion which appears also to be strongly 
entertained by the correspondent.—[Pall 
Mall Gazette.

To accomplish this, the method 
pursued is to immerse the dust of any kind 
of wood in diluted sulphuric acid suf­ 
ficiently strong to affect the fibers for some 
days, the finer parts being passed through 
a sieve, well stirred, and allowed to settle. 
The liquid is drained from the sediment, 
and the latter mixed with a proportionate 
quantity of animal m atter, similar to that 
used for glue ; the mass is then rolled, 
packed in molds and allowed to dry.
